Child Care's 
Future Up To 
Legislature

If Child Care Centers are to 
continue to operate after May 
31, It will be necessary for en­ 
abling legislation to bo adopted 
at the budget session of the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature, which opens 
on March 1, and it will be neces­ 
sary for the legislation to be put 
on the agenda by Governor War­ 
ren.

This was the statement of As­ 
semblyman Glonn M. Andorson 
of Hawthorne, who has spon-! 
sored Child Care Center legisla­ 
tion in the past. He said:

"Many working mothers in 
this area are again becoming ner­ 
vous over the insecure future of 
Child Care Centers. The enabling 
legislation which makes these 
Centers possible will expire May 
31, just a short time off. If the 
Governor does not include the 
item of Child Care Centers on 
the agenda for the Legislature 
to aict, upon, thun the situation 
confronting thousands of these 
families will result in disaster.

"I believe the people should 
write the Governor and urge 
that he Include the question of 
Child Care Centers on the call 
he presents to the Legislature. 
The Legislative Budget Session 
begins March 1.
